Views Clash On the Ques- 
tion Of Popular 
Front

LONDON, April 19—A_ far- 
reaching rift within the political 
ranks of the British Labor move- 
ment and evolution of a new 
“progressive” alliance were seen 
by the Liberal press today as the 
inevitable sequel to the clashing 
views of the Co-operative party 
and the Socialists on the question 
of a popular front. 
The Co-operatives, political allies

of the National Labor party de- 
nouncing the Populer Front idea. 


GUARDIAN CHIDES 

The Manchester Guardian chides 
the national executive of the Social 
ists for discouraging outside sup- 
port and declares a movement is 
growing in the country against the 
government and its foreign policy 
far more powerful than anything 
the labor party has been able to 
arouse,

The Tragedy Of Youth 


Four hundred thousand—nearly half—of 
Greater New York's young men and women be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 24, willing and able to 
work, cannot find work. These young people do 
not include those who are in school, those who 
are living at home and not seeking employment, 
and t who are unemployable. In East 
Harlem seven out of ten of the employable group 
are unemployed, on the lower West Side six out 
of ten, on the lower East Side almost as many, 
These are estimates made by the Welfare Coun- 
cil on the basis of a sampling study carried out 
in co-operation with the Greater New York 
Fund. Here is one of the great tragedies of the 
depression—so bitter a tragedy that it is difficult 
to realize. Suppose we paraded these young 
pers up Fifth Avenue in a long day of solid 
marching. They have been below .average in 
opportuni but this does not mean that they 
are below in intelligence or ambition. If such 
a parade were to be held it is hard to believe 
that any of us could watch it, hour after hour, 
without a rising determination to do something 
to help. Here is not only an impoverished and 
frustrated present but an imperiled future. We 
need these youngsters. We shall need them more 
as years go by and the veterans fall out of line.

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


The symptoms of a mild case of gall bladder 
inflammation are most likely to resemble those 
of stomach trouble, as any of the symptoms 
commonly found in indigestion may be present. 
The outstanding complaints are an unpleasant 
sense of fulness in the stomach which comes on 
after eating, accompanied by belching and ex- 
cessive gas, Or, the patient may say the stomach 
is “sour.” 

The stomach may feel heavy and the patient 
may mention nausea. Due to the nature of her 
symptoms, it is easy for her to think that she is 
having trouble with the stomach. Most of the 
digestive difficulty appears an hour or two after 
eating. The digestive symptoms as listed above 
are found just about twice as often in gall blad- 
der cases as symptoms which would lead the 
patient to believe the trouble is in the organ 
actually affected. 

As the case progresses, definite gall bladder 
symptoms may arise, such as pain in the upper 
right side near the liver, together with a heavy, 
dragging sensation. This may take the form of 
a dull, disagreeable sensation which is not a real 
pain but is more like a nagging discomfort. Most 
of the distress usually localizes in the upper por- 
tion of the abdomen on the right side, but the 
pain may reflex and appear in the back in the 
form of an ache under the right shoulder blade. 

Once in awhile the patient may have a head- 
ache or attacks of vomiting and a pressure of the 
fingers over the gall bladder area will discover 
the presence of tenderness at these times. I have 
had patients tell me in describing this tender- 
ness: “It doesn't feel sore, unless I press it.” 

The causes of “sick” gall bladder are: over- 
eating over a period of years; lack of exercise; 
over-indulgence in sweets and starches; and 
constipation. 

When a patient presents herself to a phy- 
sician for relief, complaining of the symptoms 
which I have described, a careful examination 
is often needed in order to establish the fact that 
most of the symptoms are coming from the gall 
bladder. A physical examination alone may 
show little or nothing, as palpitation over the gall 
bladder may yield little information, especially 
if the gall bladder is shrunken. Usually about 
all the physician has to judge from at the be- 
ginning is the way the patient says she feels, and 
these subjective feelings are not always a re- 
liable sign-post. 

I therefore suggest that in cases where there 
is continued digestive distress, that the first thing 
to do is to take a careful case history and then 
to supplement the information gleaned in this 
way with information gained by the use of the 


X-ray. I advise that the fluoroscopic X-ray be 
used in studying the stomach and intestinal 
tract. X-ray pictures should be taken, if the 


need is indicated. If the report thus far indi- 
cates that the stomach is not the offender, the 
possibility is strengthened that the gall gladder 
is the probable cause of the distress. 

I then advise that a special test be made of 
the gall bladder which will show something 
about the way this organ is functioning. This 
gall bladder test is made by giving the patient 
a dye which will be absorbed by the gall bladder. 
After the organ takes up the dye, it then be- 
comes possible to see it with the X-ray and such 
visualization of the gall bladder makes it pos- 
sible to study the organ and to get a fairly good 
idea of how it is doing its work. Without the 
dye, the gall bladder will not show up well un- 
der the X-ray.

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION—D.S.N. Inquires: “Why are men 
who work in very high temperature advised to 
use extra salt?” 

ANSWER: The excessive temperature pro- 
duces copious sweating, which carries salt out 
of the body. The administration of extra salt un- 
der these circumstances seems to restore the nor- 
mal salt-water ratio and prevents heat cramps 
It has been learned that those who are in good 
health and who begin work in a high tempera- 
ture seem to develop the capacity to sweat more 
freely as they become accustomed to the heat; 
furthermore, the perspiration tends to contain a 
smaller amount of sodium chloride, or salt. The 
mechanism controlling these changes is not un- 
derstood but probably represents an attempt on 
the part of the body to adjust itself to continued 
work in a high temperature. 

QUESTION—A. W. asks: “What are the 
symptoms in a child which should lead one to 
suspect the possibility of tuberculosis of the 
lungs?” 

ANSWER: The child having a fever arising 
from an unexplained cause, or the child who is 
markedly underweight and who seems unable 
to gain in weight, should be examined for the 
possibility of tuberculosis. Such an examina- 
tion is doubly desirable when it is known that 
the child has been in contact at home with a 
tubercular patient.

Richard Whitney, five times president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, has been sentenced 
to serve from five to ten years in Sing Sing for 
grand larceny. Specific charges are that he mis- 
appropriated $105,000 of securities from the trust 
fund of his late father-in-law and $109,000 from 
the New York Yacht Club, of which he was 
treasurer. 

There is a bit of irony in this turn of events 
for Mr. Whitney. He has been a bitter foe of 
President Roosevelt and has continually called 
greater freedom of capital and less government 
tinkering in the New York Stock Exchange. 

If Mr, Whitney's actions were any indication 
of his interpretation of the phrase, “freedom for 
capital,’ we are inclined to agree with Mr, 
Roosevelt's policy in this regard.—Vancouver
